in London

Sir, Colonel Patrick _ Montgomcry 
(July 30) raises a difficult problem 
which does exist in this country and 
onc which requires considerable care 
in handling if conditions for the 
“slave” are not to be made worse. 

A few years ago an woman, 
aged about 40, appeared in our local 
court on a charge of shoplifting, The 
value of the goods was only a few 


pounds and the iiems involved were - 


pERonal female things, swects and 
€ 

As it was her third charge and the 
items in each case were similar, 
enquiries were made which revealed 
1hat the woman was an orphan wlio 
at the age of 14 had been, “as is 
customary iR her country”, given by 
the King to her employer's family 
and had worked for that family ever 
since. 

Her working hours and conditions 

seemed excessive by our sta! 
She had been brought to England by 
her employer when he was posted 
here as a diplomat, She received no 
pay. but her cmployer stated that she 
was treated as “a member of the 
family” and received a present al 
Ramadan - a sum of between £235 
and £50. 

Reporting such a case could have 
made conditions far worse for her. 
Without her “family” here shc 
wouid have becn lost, and had she 
been scent back by her employer, or 
deported, her plight as a “disgraced 
slave” could have been very 


difficull, especially as in her country .

Sir, President Reagan is seeking 


.advice about Central America. It is 


a sign of the difficulties facing the 
United Stales that the deep dissen- 
sion which afficted the nation over 
Vieinam can already be observed 
well in advance of any such 


.iavolvement in the present struggle. 


But that involvement has airecady 
begun. And it has begun because 
there are so many levels of business, 
poliuics and strategy at which it has 
already existed for generations. 

Close engagement sometimes 
makes accurate observation more 
difficult. The suggestioh I want to 
offer is not out of keeping with the 
precedents. if not the traditions, of 
American politics, though it is 
unlikely to occur spontaneously to 
the Reagan Administration. 

‘The suggestion IS a complele 
change of course towards Cuba. The 
damaging economic difficulties 
experienced by the Cuban people in 
their daily lives are formidable 
proof of the power of the American 
boycotL But the boycott, and the 
sustained enmity of the United 
Sıates, also help to fue] the fervour 
with which Castro strives to export 
the Cuban revolution (a revolution 
which once had many American 
sympathisers). 

I venture to suggest that the most 
effective means of taking the fuel 
out of that movement would be to 
make with Castro's Cuba, 
establish normal diplomatic and 
commercial links, and to restore the 
tourist traffic and the arlistic and 
intelectual connexions which have 
historically existed between the two 
couatries. 

At present the United Siales, 
which committed itself to non-inter- 
vention as its contribution to ending 
the missile crisis in 1962, can do 
nothing more to exert pressure than 
it has done ard is doing. A friendly 
Cuba might have to wait for another 
generation. But once a start was 
made, the two peoples would take a 
great deal of the initiative towards 
reconciliation into their own hands. 


Detained in Angola 

From Mr David Ginsburg 

Sir, May F remind you of the seven 
British detainees currently in prison 
in Angola? One of these, Colin 
Evans, was a constituent of mine for 
1the whole of my 23 years in 
Parliament. He and his companions 
were sentenced in 1976 to between 
16 and 30 years’ imprisonment, and 
they still have betwecn nine and 23 
years to serve. 

Whatever righis and wrongs of 
their comviction as mercenaries the 
fa remains that if there is no 
commutation of their sentences 
some of them may never see their 
parents and homes again. 

United Stales prisoners in a 
similar situation have been ex- 
changed and have left Angola. When 
Seğor Jorge. the Angolan Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, visited Britain this 
February he expressed the hope, 
both in public and privately, that his 
President would cxcrcise clemency 
in the course of this year. Though 
the ycar still has some months to 
run there are no signs of any 
significant movement. 

It is casy to criticize the Foreign 
Office in matters of this kind: stil, it 
would not be unfair to suggest that I 
have gained an impression of 
irresoluteness in their approach over 
the years. Are they unwilling to stake 
out their position for fear of 
offending the Angolans?

From the Minister of State, Home 
Office 

Sir, Commenting on an answer 
given by my predecessor as Minister 
of State 1o a question in Parliament. 
Sir David Napley (July 20) says it is 
not correct that the results of 
examinalions of. specimens carried 
out by Home Office forensic 
Scienlists are made available to both 
sides in a criminal case. 

The basic Home Office circular to 
the police states that “the recognized 
principle is that the results of any 
examinalon by a forensic science 
laboratory should be made available 
to the defence where such results 
may have any bearing on the case”. 
There are established procedures for 
giving eflect to this principle. 

If a case is to be tried summarily, 
or there is to be a committal hearing 
before justices, then the results of 
any examination which the prose- 
culion proposes to use in evidence 
should be supplied to the defence 
before {hey are tendered in court. 
Otherwise, 1hey are given 1o the 
defence following committal. The 
principle also applies 1o material 
which is not going to be used by the 
prosecution. but which may have 
he Atorney General last 

e Attomey year 
issued guidelines requiring 
disclosure of such material in cases 
to be tried on indictment. The 
Director of Public Prosecutions 
ensures iance with these 
procedures where he undertakes the 
prosecution; and i have no ground 
for supposing that they are not being 
followed in other cases. 

Sir David Napley goes on to say 


.that if a laboratory has expressed an 


opinion on specimens submitted by 
the police none of its experts is 
permitted to assist the defence. This 
is not so. If the defence require 
additional examinations by the 
original expert {including examin- 
ations of additional specimens), or 
further points to be taken into 
consideration, there is no bar on 
this. Neither is there any objection 
10o the submission of items 1O 
another Home Office scientist 
working in a different field of 
expertise. Should the defence decide 
10 employ the services of an outside 
forensic expert then the facilities of 
1he Home Office taboratory are 
available to him. 

If a specimen has been cxamined 
by onc Home Office scientist it is 
not 1he practice to allow this 
specimen to be subrnitted to another 
Home Office scientisı working in the 
same discipline. This scecms entirely 
reasonable.

The label of sinologue 
which was affixed to hım, 
pejoratively, for a long time in 
certain high quarters after his 
first period of service in China 
was a severe handicap to him, 
no less tan his then unpopular 
bırt only too well justified views 
about the Vietnam war. losuf- 
ficient use was made of his wide 
and deep knowlcdge of China. 
burt be was never soured by this 
neglect, acutely though he must 
at times have felt it. 

It would have been uiterly 
alien to his nature to have 
intrigued or pushed his claims 
in any way and he could draw 
consolation from the conscious- 
ness that respect and 
admiration for things British 
which he disseminated in the 
Philippines — admittedly a small 
ficld — would five on. He was 
indeed just the kind of unpre- 
tentious representative who 
gives lasting resus in the 
circles that matier and who is so 
often underestimated by the 
powers that be. 

He was a keen gardener, with 
notably fine rhododendrons to 
remind him of his beloved 
China, but his austere classical 
taste found chief satisfaction in 
the Ming porcelain of which he 
had assembled §o outstanding, a 
collector. He was a member of 
the Advisory Council V&A 
Museum, a Trustee of the 
British Museum and a former 
President of the Oriental 
Ceramic Society.

He spent ihe first 1welve 
years of his working life with 
the Prudential Asssurance 
Company and while there he 
obtained his quaflificalion as a 
Fellow of the Inslituie of 
Actuaries. In 1942 he moved to 
the statistical department of the 
Admiraity, originally for the 
duration of the war; but he took 
naturally to the work and stayed 
on. 

He made his mark in 
applying actuarial techniques 1o 
manpower statistics and man- 
power planning for the Navy. 
Eventually he became the 
Under Secretary in charge of alt 
statistics for the whole of the 
Ministry of Defence. in which 
posilion he served from 1968 to 
1974. 

He showed his adaptability in 
1974 when he was appointed lo 
be in charge of statistics for the 
Royal Commission on the 
Distribution of Incame and 
Wealth under Lord Diamond. 
That gave him a completely 
new field in which to exploit his 
actuarial skills and it was his 
energy and imagination which 
made ii possible to set up one of 
the most developed sysiems of 
statistics on the distribution of 
income and wealth in the world 
today. At the abolition of the 
Royal Cormmission in 1979 he 
retired to his home in Berk- 
shire. 

Throughout his career ihe 
made distinguished contri 
butions to the Insliluic of 
Acluaries: the first was in 1947 
on demography, the last in 197% 
oR inherited and accumulated 
wealth. He was also notable for 
the help and encouragement he 
gave ı1o colleagues and staff at 
all levels. 

Hie had been ill for about a 
year with some interludes of 
good healılh.

speeches to a variety of local 
organizations. 

He stayed in Manila for 
nearly seven years apd the 
Philippines became almost a 
second home to him. 

In 1970 he was brought home 
to be senior civilian ipstroctor 
irr the Royal College of Defence 
Sıudies. It was a. good appoint- 
ment. for Addis was anı OUî- 
standingly good lecturer but in 
1971 the Embassy at Peking fell 
vacant and he was sent there as 
Ambassador. 

He found a very different 
China to the one he bad knoun 
in the 1950s. All his old friends 
had disappeared from the scene 
buf his love of China and the 
Chinese people and his admir- 
ation for much of what had 
been accomplished by the new 
regime helped him to overcome 
his regret for the past. 

In the new China there was 
not a great deal that any 
Ambassador could effect but 
what there was 10 do he 
succeeded in doing, arranging 
for visits of Chinese to Greal 
Britain and in a variety of ways 
promoting mutual understand- 


was educated at Hitchin Grarm-

«College, London. where he took 
a B.Sc. in Special Mathematics.

Sir John Addis, KCMG, who 
has died at the age of 69, was a 
diplomat wih a wide know- 
ledge of Far Eastern affairs, who 
was Ambassador to China from 
1972 t0 1974. 

The twelfih of the thirteen 
children of the redoubtable Sir 
Charles Addis, former Gover- 
nor of the Hong Kong-Shanghai 
Bank, John Addis was born in 
1914 and was a scholar of 
Rugby and Christ Church. 
Oxford. He joined the Foreign 
Service in 1938 and served for a 
while as assistanlti Private 
Secretary to the Permanent 
Under Secretary, Sir Alexander 


0. 

From 1942 he was one of the 
team led by Mr Harold 
Macmillan in the Headquarters 
of the allied forces in the 
Mediterranean and in 1945 he 
was appointed a junior Private 
Secretary to Mr Atlee at No 10. 

In 1947 there came the 
opportunity for which he had 
always hoped, of service in 
Chima. He went as ist secretary 
firs1 to Nanking and then to 
Peking where’ he stayed for 
seven years, being promoted 
Counsellor that year. He estab- 
lished a notable position for 
himself m China. 

His love for its culture and 
civilization gained for him a 
number of influential Chinese 
friends. and it is quite certain 
that nobody but he would have 
been allowed to take out of the 
country. when be lef in 1957. 
the woli collection of 
Ming porcelain which he ac- 
quired there and is now in the 
British Museum. 

After a spell of three years in 
the Foreign Office he went as 
Ambassador 10 Laos and was 
there until 1962 when he was 
appointed to the Harvard 
Centre for Intemational Affairs. 


He had hoped that this would 
give him an opportunity for 
fruitful discussions with Ameri- 
cans on the Far East. a subject 
on which he could speak with 
authority and first-hand know- 
ledge.

The British Government is 
being accused on both sides of 
the _ Atlantic of artificially 
keeping up Atlantic air and 
flouing American law to ease 
the path to British Airways, 


towards privatization. 

In the past weeks the 
Government or the Civil 
Aviation Authority have: 


Refused an application by 
British Atlantic Airways, a new 
airline formed partly by former 
Laker staff, 1o slarî a new 
London to New York service at 
a £329 one-way business-class 
fare compared with £435 on 
British Airways: 

Refused an application by TWA 
to introduce a new autumn 
economy return of £249 to New 
York, compared with a stan- 
dard £329: 

Invoked the trade protection act 
to prevent Laker liquidators 
proceeding in the American 
courts agaiust British Caledo- 
rian. for allegedly acting togeth- 
er to put Laker out of business. 
The last decision is seen by the 
American government and US 
airlines as a cynical attempt to 
save £1000m orı the cost of 
privatising BA by avoiding 
action in the US courts. 

The Government will in any 

case have to spend £500m on 
capital restructuring, to prepare 
BA for flotation. but if the 
aclion goes ahead, and the 
airlines lose with maximum 
damages. the cost could rise to 
£1,500m it is estimated. 
In the British Atlantic case, 
the company’s managing direct- 
or, Mr Randolph Fields, yester- 
day described the Civil Avi- 
ation Authorities decision as 
“naked protectionism” 
favour of BA and B-CaL. 

In the TWA case, the airline 
said in New York yesterday: 
“We do not see how the British 
Government can refuse our new 
fare after allowing the £99 single 
of People Express.” 

But there i8 still hope of lower 
fares in the autumn as a result 
of a special conference called by 
the International Air Transport 
Association in Toronto next 
week for the airlines themselves 
to agree on a new fare structure 
rather than come forward with 
competing low fares which in 
1 's view are “predatory 
and “hot cost-related”.
